The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with MP.E.P. 606.01(g) because: the 
reference characters must be properly applied, no single reference character being 
used for two different parts or for a given part and a modification of such part. In the 
latter case, the reference character, applied to the given part, with a prime affixed may 
advantageously be applied to the modification. At least reference characters 3, 32, 33, 
(if not reference characters 34, 341 and 342), as illustrated in Figs. 6 and 7 should be 
modified to appropriately depict an alternate embodiment of the invention. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheer or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).
